The  music  building  on  our  campus  is  the  gather- 
ing place  for  several  organizations  that  center  their 
programs  around  music.  Students  put  in  many  long 
hours  of  rehearsal  before  the  musical  organization  to 
which  they  belong  presents  an  enlightening  perform- 
ance. The  College  Chorus  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Waldschmidt  is  the  largest  of  these  organi- 
zations. Its  membership  is  made  up  of  members  of 
both  college  choirs  and  many  other  students  on  cam- 
pus. This  past  year  the  College  Chorus  presented 
Handel's  "Messiah"  and  Bach's  "Mass  in  B  Minor, 
of  which  both  performances  were  well  attended  by  the 
students  and  neighboring  residents  of  the  Chicago  area. 

During  this  past  year,  Professor  Gieschen,  director

In  Chapel  one  day  1 
said  to  you:  "Do  not  hesitate,  since  He  loves  you,  to  spread  out  before 
Him  all  your  foulness,  your  meanness,  your  unworthy  thought,  your 
struggles  for  purity,  and  ask  Him  to  clean  you  up  with  His  pardon  and 
clean  you  out  with  His  Spirit.  Tell  God  everything!"  Are  you  learning 
to  do  this? 

Are  you  enjoying  more  your  holy  status  as  sons  and  daughters  of 
God?  1  remember  when  1  told  you:  "To  so  many  Christians  it  seems 
as  though  Christianity  were  a  prohibition  of  things  that  they  would 
very  much  like  to  do  and  a  matter  of  commands  to  do  things  that  they 
would  much  rather  not  do!  But  for  friends  of  God  the  cold  words  duty, 
must,  should,  are  replaced  by  delight,  cannot  but,  and  will.  Have  you 
discovered  more  fully  the  joy  of  your  salvation  and  the  joy  of  serving? 

Have  you  grown  in  your  capacity  to  trust  God,  to  take  Him  at  His 
Word,  to  stake  the  "little"  and  the  "big"  things  of  life  on  His  promises? 
We  said  once:  "The  more  we  commit  ourselves  to  God  and  to  His  good 
and  gracious  will,  the  more  will  we  submit  ourselves  to  Him  and  to  His 
daily  direction.    The  quiet  heart  is  a  committing  and  a  submitting  heart. 

Have  you  come  to  understand  better  "the  peace  of  God  which 
passeth  all  understanding"?  Perhaps  you  have  forgotten  these  words: 
"The  quiet  heart  never  regrets  the  confidence  it  has  placed  in  God  in  the 
past.  Our  past  serves  as  living  proof  that  the  safest  place  to  deposit 
ourselves  is  in  the  hands  of  God."  The  more  you  trust  the  unchanging 
Christ,  the  more  peace  you  will  have  in  the  changing  scenes  of  life,  be- 
cause  He  is  our  Peace. 

Are  you  anxious  to  serve  and  less  anxious  to  be  served?  You 
are  entering  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  minister  is  to  serve! 
Perhaps  it  was  because  we  were  so  anxious  to  see  the  Church  blessed 
by  your  ministry  that  we  said  in  Chapel:  "Service  is  the  test  of 
humility.  There  are  plenty  of  people  who  protest  that  they  are  humble, 
but  they  never  do  any  work!  If  they  meant  it,  they  would  serve!  There 
are  a  great  many  professing  Christians,  who,  when  asked  to  serve,  say 
with  awesome  humility  that  they  do  not  have  the  gifts.  Well,  this  may 
be  true  in  some  instances,  but  there  are  too  many  of  us  who  are  humble 
when  there  is  something  to  be  done!  That  sort  of  humility  is  sham. 
Service  is  the  test  and  proof  of  humility. 

God  go  with  you  into  your  ministry,  graduates.  And  when  you 
come  back  to  Concordia,  1  hope  1  will  have  difficulty  recognizing  you, 
because  you  will  have  changed  so  much.  You  will  change,  my  sons 
and  daughters  in  Christ,  if  you  keep  on  growing  in  Christ.

This  same  spirit  and  attitude  characterized  his  work  year  after  year  when  he  Was  in 
health  and  vigor.    His  life  for  his  Savior  was  dedicated  and  expendable.
